The Caſe of the Ship Virgin, taken by the Spaniards 
in the Welt-Indies, in May 1673. 


HE Owners of the ſaid Ship having long ſought both in the Havana, 

Spain, and England, for ſatisfaction tor their Loftes, in July 1677. were 
heard before his Majcſty in Councel, and the King did then declare by Order 
of Councel, the Government of Spazz was alone chargable, and ought to be re- 
ſponfible for that Depredation : And did then referr it to Sir Richard Lloyd, 
and Sir Thomgs Exton, to examine and report whether the Owners of the ſaid 
Ship had in their proceedings followed the Methods preſcribed by the Treaties 
between the two Crowns, and whether Letters of Marque or Reprizals did lye 
in this Caſe. 

In September 1677. theſe Doftors report, that the ſaid Ship The Virgia was 
taken in May 1673. by the Spaniards; that the Maſter in July 1673. made out 
his Loſs to the Governour of Jamaica, who (ent him to the Pavana for latil- 
faction, but was denied. 

In November 1673. the Maſter comes to [ odor, and Petitions the King and 
Councel ; in February 1673. he is referred to the Lords Committee for Trade 3 
in March following, the Lords Committee for Trade order the Maſter to make 
out his Loſs in the Admiralty : which he did, and exhibited the ſame exempli- 
fied to their Lordſhips. 

" In Fuly 1674. he orders the Maſter to go to Spain ; and by Order in Coun- 
cel declares, if ſatisfaction be not given mm tour months, his Majeſty will grant 
Letters of Reprizals. 

The Maſter ſolicites in Spazz eleven months, but gets no ſatisfaction ; then 
the King calls him home. 

In July 1675. the Merchants and Owners Petition the King again for Repri- 
zals 3 which was promiled, if ſatiefation wae nat ſpeedily made. 

Upon hearing the matter by Councel, before the King and Lords of the 
Council, in July 1677. the King orders his Secretary to write to his Ambaſſa- 
dor in paz, that the King would forthwith grant Letters of Reprizals, if ſati(- 
faction were not made.,,, 

And upon the whole 38E&%he ſaid Doors are of Opinion, that if his Ma- 
jeſty gave the Spaniards fix' months longer to make ſatisfaQion, if in that time 
they madeno ſatisfaction, his Majeſty might well grant Letters of Reprizals. 

This is three years fince, and no fatisfaftion made as yet. 

In March 1677. upon Petition his Majeſty ordered, that the Ship Virgin 
ſhould be included in the Treaty then under conſideration, fo as to receive 
ſatisfattion. : 

His Majeſty hath lately declared to the Parliament, that he hath finiſhed the 
Treaty with Spaiz; whereupon the Owners again Petitioned hig Majeſty for 
ſatisfaction : whereupon his Majelty the 17th. of November laſt, was pleaſed to 
referr them to the Lords Committee for Trade and PJantations, to enquire into 
the whole ſtate of the Caſe, and to report to his Majeſty in Councel, how their 
Lordſhips find the ſame; together with their Opinions, what their Lord{hips 
think beſt for his Majeſty to do therein, tor the Petitioners ſpeedy fatisfaGtion. 
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
